2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 20 (Currently Amended): 

A system for providing disordered breathing therapy to a patient, comprising: 

a circuit configured to detect cardiac beats and measure cardiac intervals 

between cardiac beats; 

a controller coupled to the circuit and configured to compute a first indicated 

pacing interval based at least on a measured cardiac interval duration and a previous 

value of the first indicated pacing interval; and 

a cardiac pacing circuit coupled to the controller and configured to provide 

cardiac pacing to mitigate disordered breathing based on the first indicated pacing 

interval. 

3. Claims 1 , 20 and 31 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
independent claim 1 , the method of delivering disordered breathing therapy including 
measuring cardiac intervals between cardiac beats and computing a first indicated 
pacing interval based at leas on a measured cardiac interval duration and a previous 
value of the first indicated pacing interval has not been disclosed or suggested in the 
prior art when combined with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 
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With respect to claims 20, the system for providing disordered breathing therapy 
including a circuit configured to detect cardiac beats and measure cardiac intervals 
between cardiac beats and a controller coupled to the circuit and configured to compute 
a first indicated pacing interval based at least on a measured cardiac interval duration 
and a previous value of the first indicated pacing interval has not been disclosed or 
suggested in the prior art when combined with the rest of the limitations of claim 20. 

Concerning claim 31, the system for providing disordered breathing therapy 
including means for measuring cardiac intervals between cardiac beats and means for 
computing a first indicated pacing interval based at least on a cardiac interval duration 
and a previous value of the first indicated pacing interval has not been disclosed or 
suggested in the prior art when combined with the rest of the limitations of claim 31 .
